The Defendant is hereby placed on probation for a term of THREE (3) years oh Court 1 of the Indictment, 
SIX (6) months shall be served in home detention in the Electronic Monitoring Program commencing within THIRTY (30) 
days. During this time, the defendant shall remain at his place of residence, except for employment, church or other 
activities approved in advance by the Probation Office. The defendant shall maintain a telephone at his place of residence 
without any special features, modems, answering machines or cordless telephones, during the term of e 
monitoring. The defendant shall wear an electronic device, and shall observe the rules specified by the Probation Office. 
The defendant shall pay for the electronic monitoring service at a cost not to exceed FIVE DOLLARS ($5.00) a day. While 
in the electronic monitoring program, the defendant shall not leave the judicial district unless authorized to do so by the 
Probation Office. The Probation Office shall be permitted to contact the defendant's employer while in t 
monitoring program.

While on probation, the defendant shall not commit another federal, state, or local crime; shall not illegally possess 
a controlled substance; shall comply with the standard conditions that have been adopted by this court (set forth below); and 
shall comply with the following additional conditions: 

1 . If this judgment imposes a fine, special assessment, costs, or restitution obligation, it shall be a condition of 

supervision that the defendant pay any such fine, assessments, costs, and restitution that remain unpaid at the 
commencement of the term of supervision. 

STANDARD CONDITIONS OF PROBATION 

1 . You will not leave the judicial district without permission of the Court or probation officer. 

2. You will report to the probation officer and submit a truthful and complete written report within the first five days of ea

8. You will not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity, and will not associate with any person convicted 
permission to do so by the probation officer.
